I have met few people who 
could say so much in so few 
words in such a short space of 
time. He started out by saying 
that the Sovet leaders of, today 
were much smarter than Stalin 
and fundamentally the struggle 
between .the Communists and . 
the West is one between religion 
and atheism. He said. the Soviets 
are putting it over us in pfopa- 
ganda, They are outpacing us on 
the production of heavy bomb- 
ers, - but that our long-range 
bombers ‘are superior to any in 
the world: He said Russia. ‘has 
175 Jand divisions, 20,009 air- 
craft (80 percent, are jets) and 
400 submarines. To illustrate 
what this number means, Ger- 
many. had less than 75 submar- 
ines at the beginning: of World 
War 2. The General. said ‘that 
our strategy of defence was 
built up around the use of the 
atom bomb in case of am all- 
out attack. He thought we were 
considerably ahead of the Rus- 
sians in that respect, and for that 
reason if the Russians attacked 
‘at the. present time, they would 
lose. Up: to thé present. time, 
‘guided missiles were only. suc-_ 
cessful for ‘short distances.

When the slough water is too 
alkaline it should be pumped 
into a drainage ditch or into one 
large slough. It is less inconven- 
ient to have one large slough in 
a field than several small ones. 
If the sloughs are not alkaline, 
the water can be used: for irri- 
gating by pumping it to a ‘high 
point in the field, The water as 
it flows down hill will soak into 
the land,- providing more mois- 


- ture to the young plants. ‘The 


larger sloughs can be used as 
dugouts for early summer irri- 
gating, especially if they cannot 
be drairied economically in the 
spring. 

In draining these sloughs, it 
might be advisable to use ‘a réck- 
filléd' sump at the side of the 
slough so the pump is Close, to 
tthe water source and the intake 
pipe as short as. possible. The 
sump should be made deep en- 
ough to drain the slough com- 
pletely... Sloughs . should be 


«pumped, out after the spring 


runoff, and from three days. to 
a week before seeding or- culti- 
vation, to allow the land to dry 
thoroughly.
